The president has not minced words in his 
discussion of corporate interests or of the im- 
migration question. In connection with the 
former, he is opposed by capital, and in the 
latter by labor. 


Bate Issue Is Feature. 

His message may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

RAILROAD BATE BEGULATION— 
This is the most prominent feature of the 
message. The president has pointed out in 
great detail the evils now existing and the 
necessity for their eradication. As a remedy 
he proposes that the interstate commerce 
commission shall be authorized in declaring 
a rate to be unreasonable, to declare at the 
same time what is a maximum, reasonable 
rate, and to make an order requiring the 
offending railroad to reduce its rate to that 
maximum. 

He further recommends that in order to 
insure obedience to the order, the law con- 
tain a penalty, but that opportunity be re- 
served to the company to appeal to the federal 
court, whose decision shall be final, The 
maximum and reasonable rate fixed by the 
commission, however, shal enter into force 
upon its declaration. The president aiso 
seeks the regulation of the private car and 
terminal interests so that discrimination or 
rebates in any form shall be impossible. 


Need of Insurance Reform. 


INSUBANCE—The president has han- 
dled this subject without gloves, referring 


to the revelations made during the inquiry in | 


New York as evidence of the great need of 
federal supervision. In the discussion of this 
subject, the president has been hampered 
by the general belief prevailing among mer.

charges since the passage of the 75 cent gas 
ordinance in 1900—an ordinance which the 
company has held up in the courts by re- 
straining orders ever since. 

The proposed ordinance is to be based on 
the recent act of the legislature, which was 
adopted by the people at last Tuesday’s elec- 
tion. It had been supposed that the first act 
of the city, working on this new grant of 
power, would be to appoint a commission to 
examine the condition under which gas is 
manufactured and to report a fair and rea- 
sonable rate. 


Objects to Investigation Plan. 


Mayor Dunne advised against following 
this plan, far the reason that any change in 
the rate provided by the ordinance of 1900 
would be an admission on the part of the 
city that 75 cents’ was an unreasonable price 
and the companies would escape paying the 
rebates, which he contends they will be 
forced to pay by the final order of court in 
the present gas litigation. 

Seventy-five cents per thoueand cubic feet 
he declared to be a fair and reasonable rate, 
affirming that he had made investigations 
in a number of cities, and that the data thus 
obtained bore out the contention that it was 
a reasonable price. 

In hie special message the mayor discussed 
the litigation which followed the passage of 
the 75 cent gas ordinance in October, 1900— 
the sult which the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company brought to restrain its enforcement, 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
court in the case, and the sult brought by 
D. C. Mills, a stockholder of the company, in 
the United States court to restrain the en- 
forcement of the ordinance, claiming the city 
had no grant of authority from the iegisia- 
ture to fix such rates. 

“The city is contending ‘that stockholder 
Millis is in collusion with the company,” the 
mayor explained in his message. “Iam ad- 
vised that the city can establish this con- 
tention in this regard and that there is a 
strong probability of the city being able to 
maintain the validity of the 75 cent gasordi- 
nance of 1900."" 

$3,700,000 Overcharge Involved. 

If the ordinance. of 1900 should be sus- 
tained, the company would be obliged to re- 
turn to consumers the difference between 
the rate then estabMNehed and the rate charged 
—25 cents per 1,000 cubic feet—for the elapsed 
time following the passage of the ordinance. 

This sum now amounis to $13,700,000, the 
mayor affirmed in his message. 

“As there are, in round numbers, 300,000 
consumers of the gas company in the city,” 
the mayor explained in his meseage, “ it

BOATS TOSSED IN LAKE GALE; 
LIFE SAVERS RESCUE SIX MEN 


Fishermen Are Caught in Storm, and 
Steamers, Unable to Make Headway, 
Are Towed Back to Port. 


Four men were rescued from possible death 
and two more were saved from impending 
death yesterday in the storm which swept 
over the lake during the afternoon. Steam- 
ships and lumber barges were swept from 
their courses, and were unable to make head- 
way against the storm. Many vessels were 
towed back to port by tugs after being com- 
pelled to call for assistance. 

The two men reached just in the nick of 
time were Arthur Swanson, 701 Homan ave- 
nue, and John J. Smith, 3347 Lowe avenue. 
When the lfcboat reached the men they 
were exhausted. 

A half hour later another man was rescued 
from the lake near the north pier. He re- 
fused to give his name. Shortly after a 
launch was seen in distress off Twenty-sec- 
ond street. When the life savers reached 
it they found Nelson St. Peter, 373 Ulinois 
street, and two assistants working hard to 
keep the craft afloat. 

At Waukegan the fishing fleet was caught 
in the gale and finally reached port with 
great difficulty. Two of the fleet, R. E. 
Burke and Elsie Nell, were unable to make 
the harbor and ran for Chicago, reaching 
here late in the evening. 

A large sign at the corner of State and 
Adams streets was blown from a building by 
the wind, ard struck Frank Biggio, 650 Wal- 
nut street, on the shoulder. He suffered a 
severe scalp wound.

A new point in transfer ethics was raised 
yesterday when Robert Morris, a divinity 
student in Chicago university, wae arr 
before Justice Callahan on a charge of offer- 
ing on a Cottage Grove avenue car a transfer 
which he had found in the street. 

Morris was arrested by one of the detec- 
tives of the City railway company, who saw 
him attempt to use the transfer. He ad- 
mitted he had found the transfer in the street 
and that he knew it was illegal to use it, but 
he said he could not see the justice of the law. 

He contended that every nickel spent by 
the patrons of the street car company pur- 
chased ¢he maximum ride on the company’s 


‘lines, and that if the original purchaser did 


not care to use all of that ride it could be no 
moral offense for another person to use what 
some one else had willfully thrown away. 

Justice Callahan held that to ride on a 
transfer that had been found in the street 
was no less than robbery, inasmuch as the 
company was deprived of a nickel that other- 
wise would have been spent. 

“Then you might as well say that I rob the 
storekeepers when I give away an overcoat 
which is only half. worn out, because I save 
the recipient of the coat the necessity of 
buying a new one,” rejoined Morria. 

The student finally agreed to meet the jus- 
tice again and thrash out the question thor- 
oughly.

It is not to be ietned that a commission 
clothed with these powers would be anxious 
to establish unreasonable rates any more 
than a court of inferior jurisdiction wishes 
to put error into the record of a case when 
it knows that an appeal lies to a higher court. 
To the extent that the interstate commerce 
commission should be overruled, its compe 
tency would be impeached and its members 
would. be convicted of ignorance or of dis- | 
regard of the conditions existing in the case 
which might be appealed. 

There will never be much danger that the 
commission will not be sufficiently sensitive 
to the opinions of railroad officials. On the 
contrary, the tendency always has been to 
listen, too much to the advice, of railway 
counselors and too little to the suggestions 


of shippers and consumers. The railways 


have a better organization than the shippers 
can possibly have, and they are served by 
the ablest lawyersin the country. It is not 
to be believed that any substantial denial 
of rights will ever befall them, whereas the 
shippers, representing unorganized opinion, 
and in many cases lacking the ability to 
employ proper counsel, are likely to suffer 
wrong or oppression patiently rather than 
make a futile appeal. 

If the railways are wise they wifl not per- 
mit the approaching session of congress to 
pass without consenting cheerfully to the 
adoption of legislation that will meet the 
just demands of the people and will satisfy 
President ‘ Roosevelt- and his advisers that 
substantial justice has been done. 


SELLING WHISKY AS MEDICINE. 
On the ist of December druggists and 
merchants selling certain classes of patent 
medicines will be required to pay a special] 
government: tax as liquor dealers. - The com- 
missioner of internal revenue issued instruc- 
tions to collectors two months ago concern- 
ing alcoholic compounds labeled as medi- 
cine and held out to the public as remedies 
for diseases. Some of them, he says, are 
composed chiefly of spirits without the addi- 
tion of drugs or medicinal ingredients in 
sufficient quantities to change materially the 
character of the alcoholic liquor. 
_ A medicinal compound may have an aico- 
holic strength as high as 80 per cent and 
yet be so saturated with drugs that only ex- 
tremely small doses can be taken. Another 
compound may have an alcoholic strength 
of 40 per cent, but contain so small a quan- 
tity of a drug that the ordinary man testing 
it cannot tell the difference between it and 
liquor, and is tempted to use it as if it were 
hw . These are the compounds at 
which the ruling of the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue is aimed. They are simply 
‘nicohol masquerading ‘under the name of 
medicine,

The duchess of Portland, with her great 
height, magnificent jewels, delicate coloring, 
and stately beauty, makes a particularly 
decorative appearance at all court functions, 
in which her husband, the duke, figures as 
the chief member of the king’s bousehold— 
namely: as the mester of the horse to his 
majesty.

One of the reasons why so few state visits 
are paid by the queen is the colossal expense 
which they entail.

When he is accompanied by the queen, how- 
ever, on a state visit, there is an immense 
royal retinue, and elaborate, fairylike en- 
tértainments succeed one another, the splen- 
dor and luxury displayed on such occasions 
surpassing anything of the kind since the 
days of Queen Elizabeth, who was wont to 
seriously impair the fortunes of the most 
powerful of her subjects by inviting herself 
to stay with them whenever they seemed to 
be becoming too influential for the safety of 
the crown. Naturally, the king and queen 
of today do not find it necessary to resort to 
such measures as this for the protection of 
the throne, and do not care to impose such 
expense upon any of their nobles save those 
who are abie to afford: it.

Although M. Berteaux has resigned his 
seat ih the Rouvier cabinet at Paris, in which 
he has held the post of minister of war, in 
order to be entirely free to promote his cap- 
didature for the presidency of the republic, 
yet it is extremely unlikely that he will ever 
be elected. For, leaving aside his record as 
minister of war, which has been quite the 
reverse of popular, he labors under the dis- 
advantage of being an “agent de change,”’ 
or stock broker, and if there is one calling 
more than another that would be of a nature 
to. disqualify a man from the chief magis- 
tracy of a great republic it is precisely the 
profession of stock broker. 

In other countries a man might sever his 
connection with the stock exchange for good 
and all in order to rid himself of this handi- 
cap. But it is out of the question in France. 
There the French stock brokers are a small 
and close corporation, restricted to seventy 
members, who have.in most cases inherited 
the office and the business from several gen- 
erations of ancestors. As they enjoy the 
government monopoly of stockbroking, at 
any rate as far as officially listed stocks are 
concerned, they naturally never care to dis- 
pose of their share of this monopoly, which 
they look upon as a species of entailed prop- 
erty. 

There have been plenty of rulers who have 
dabbled in stocks, notably the kings of Swe- 
den, of Belgium, and of Greece, as well as 


the. policy of the government, particularly 
in foreign matters, with a view more to the 
success of his “ coups de bourse " than with 
any consideration for the best interests of his 
people. But so far no stock broker has ever 
been made ruler of any big country, ‘ard:I do 
not imagine that we are ever likely to witness 
such a choice being made.

[HOW TO DISPOSE 
OF CITY GARBAGE. 


The finance committee of the city council 
took up the garbage question yesterday and 
then postponed it. There is a dispute be- 
tween the comrméttee and the commissioner 
of public works as to how the garbage 
should be ‘handled, 
agrees with the commissioner the committee 
decided to think twice about the question. 

The-majority in the committee claims that 
incineration is the proper method of dispos- 
ing of. garbage and that the whole job should 
be lat«by contract: The commissioner be- 
lieves in reduction and furthermore is of 
the nion that it°wSuld-be. better for the 
city to collect the garbage itself and simply 
jet the contract for the disposal. 

; ~~ 

So Mr. Patterson yesterday collated some 
figures prepared by Supt. Fox of the street 
cleaning department, showing that the city 
could save $57,708 a year if it did its own col- 
lecting, and wrote this letter for the edifica~ 
tion of the committee: 

‘“ Those who have interested themselves in 
the problem of garbage disposal! in Chicago 
are agreed on this proposition: The dumps 
must go. Dumps poison the air for miles 
around; and if ground made by dumping is 
dug up years afterwards it is found still 
putrid. Dumping is a barbarous anachron- 
ism for a :twentieth century city. 

‘‘ There is also general agreement that gar- 
bage must be collected daily from all houses 
in the city. For, while swill under twenty- 
four hours old is comparatively inoffensive 
and harmless, stale swill which has been 
left to decay for two or more days becomes 
unpleasant and dangerous to heaith Es- 
pecially is this true in hot weather. 

‘Shall garbage collected be disposed of 
by reduction or incineration? Reduction con- 
sists in squeezing the liquid out of the gar- 
bage; skimming the grease from this liquid, 
and convefting the dry residue into fertiliz- 
er. About 3 per cent of the liquid can be 
saved for grease, the remainder running off 
into some large body of water. But this 
liquid is perfectly sanitary and comparative- 


temperature of 313 degrees Fahrenheit for 
twelve hours. 

* Incineration is simply burning. The ad- 
vantage of this method is that such waste 
material as paper, wood, etc., is disposed 
of at the same time, 
it requires separate treatment. 

“ Garbage. however. is difficult to burn. 
since over SU per 
mich coal is used that the process is ex- 
pensive while there are no by-products which 
being sold can reduce the cost of destruc- 
tion. Garbage can probably not be burned 
for under $2 a ton, while it can be rendered 
for considerably under $1 a ton, once the 
rendering plant ie built. 

* Boston, Philadeiphia, New York, Balti- 
more, Pittsburg, and Cleveland render their 
garbage, while the instances of success in 
economical incineration are rare and not well 
proven. 

“On the. whole, therefore, until the case 
for incineration is better established in this 
country it would seem that Chicago would 
do wiser to try reduction.

Philacel- 
phia lets out both collection and reduction 
to a private concern. 

“ Now, the requisite for success in render- 
ing is proper separation. The swill proper 
(kitchen refuse) must be in a different re 
ceptacie from the ashee and rubbish (paper, 
wood, cloth, cans, etc.). Ashes and rubbisaéA 
ruin the rendering machinery quickly. 


“In New York, by ite contract, the city 
contracts te deliver.to the rendering firm 
95 per cent pure garbage. The city uses its 
police to compe? householders to separate 
their refuse. Police cause more impression 
on householders than employés of a garbage 
firm. So, as a matter of fact, New York 
delivers garbage to the rendering firm which 
contains less than 2 per cent of foreign mat- 
ter.

By the same teken they will, if they 
conveniently can, omit the collection of the

the city abdicate these municipal functions 
also? If not, it must go ino the teaming busi- 
ness for itself, buy land where necessary, 
build stables in various parts of the city, buy 
horses, and hire drivers. 

“The past system of hiring leaky wagons 
and wornout, half dead horses from political 
favorites at the rate of $4.50 a day has been 
a joke—and an expensive one to the city. It 
must be said in fairness, however, that ao 
team owner would send a good horse into the 
dump, where a cut from a piece of old glass 
or can will allow the poison from the decayed 
swill to enter the blood of the horse and kill 
him.”

“Tf there be a revolution, those best in a 
position to judge think there will be no great 
seare. The present government has proved 
itself incompetent in war and In peace alike.
